SIR CHARLES TUPPER'S GREAT 
SPEECH. 

Iloii. !:. Itl:ik4^ ill Keply. 

Ottawa, Fob. 5. 

The Speaker look the chair at 3:1"). 

The ordinary routine of the order paper 
for the day was for the most part passed 
over, and Sir Charles Tiipper, amid en- 
thusiaatic applause, ruse lo speak to the 
motion that the house go into a committee 
to consider the resolution of the proposed 
loan of .ii!22,rilltrtlll0 to the Canadian Pa 
cific Railway company. 

The honorable minister remarked that 
a year ago he had a similar duty to di.s- 
charge, in making a statement to the 
house of the aliiiirs of this company, and 
that he was now happy to be able to in- 
form this liouae and the c.nintry that the 
most s.inguiiie expeclatious of thai day 
li.iil been iimre than realized, thai llic 
progress of that great work had been 
more than was anticipated, and that to- 
day the undertaking stood stronger than 
ever before; that should the progress 
made in Ihe past be conliiiued iu the fii 
lure, the lino from ocean to ocean will be 
ojien to traflic in 188li. In consequonce 
of the vigor with which the work has 
boon prosecuted, llie dale of com[detioii 
would lie brinight down to the eiiil of 
IS.Sn, and that it would he open to Initllc 
throughout iu May, l.S.SIi. Of lluj ;',■! 1 
miles to bi' c.iinpleied hy the go\erniucnl 
nl the lilne llieconlraci was entered into, 
111 order that it might be opened for Iral 
tic last spring, a (ptnntity of the work on 
section 42 was let to the Canadian Pa- 
cilic Railway C'lupauy, and has been or 
is being compleled by the com[)aiiy at the 
same price as the work was lo cost the 
goveriiment.and. il ibis woi-k $2()l>,0(l() | 
bad been paid ihe e. ii;.,iiiy. Of the 21."! 
miles from Port Moisly lo Kaiiiloops the 
progress of the wm k w.is of a most satis- 
factory character. This portion was con- 
trncted for at .i-0, 000, 000, and work to Ihe 
value of .•<7, 001), 1)00 w,.s already coiii- 
|)leted on it. The track will he all laid 
on this [lorlion in Septembei iie\t. Trains 
are now runiiihg over l,ll!l miles of the 
main line, and on 239 miles of the branch 
linos, or a total of 1,370 miles. A largo 
amount of work has been done on the ItlO 
miles north of Like ..Superior, upon 
which there are now employed 9,000 men, 
Wilh the present appliances, there is 
every reason to conclude that the entire 
through line can be completed by the oiul 
of LS.Sri, Whon the leltingof tho con- 
lract to tho ayiidicate was being con- 
sidered by this house in 1880, fears wore 
expres.sed that the construction of the 
r.)ad would be of a low standard; but lo 
allay those apprehensions he ^.Sir LMlarlea) 
was happy in being able to stale that all 
portions of the road completed h:ive 
gained Ihe unqualified approbation of all 
competent judges who have iusjiected it, 
and that this opinion ia fully sustained by 
the reports of the government's chief en 
giueor, and by iMr. .Saiidford Fleming, 
who Htated il was impossible to execiile 
the Work in a more, satisfactory maiiuer. 
The work vet to be compleled coiiipri.ses 
a total length of 780 miles. Of this Iho 
work from the foot of the Hocky i\l..iui- 
tains to the summit is eicoedmgly heavy. 
Through the Hocky Mountains generally 
the work is very heavy; from thence lo 
the Selkirk ftlountains, comparatively 
light. The summit of the lino through 
the Rockies will attain an olevatiiui of 

000 feet, .and over the Selkirks, 4,:;U'i 
feel III Bpito of all dithcultios and oh- 
Btaclea the company have uullinchiugly per- 
severed in tho pronecution of lliewoil,. 
In October last the coiupauy asked the 
government lo guarantee their stock cap 
ital to SI0O,(K)a,00O. The government 
agreed to guaranloe §65,000,000 of the 
outstanding stock upon cnndilion that no 
slock would be issued without the con- 
sent of tho govornmont. Wilh this guar 
antes it was not anticipated that there 
would be any trouble in floating that 
amount; but the depression in stocks had 
been such that it was found impossible to 
sell it except at an iininonao sacriSee. 
.Among the causes oiieratiug to this ond 
was the circiiuiHl.-ince of the I'uited .Stiites 
Central Pacific, .North Central Pacific iiiul 
Northern Pacific railways who discover- 
ing the rapid progress of tho Canadian 
Pacific railway and re.ili/.iiig that it would 
be ail important rival to their transoon- 
tinentul trade, have done all they eon I.I 
to injure the criulil of the l,!aiiadian Pa- 
cific railway in the money markets of New 
York and London, and thia lioslilily he 
regretted to say was imt confined to the 
other side of the boundary lino, hut found 
a resting place in Canada also. The aid 
to llio company which llio goveriiinuni 
asked I his house to aani'l imi was nol an 
aid to enable the coinpaiiy to conijilelo 
I heir contract ; this he (Sir (Miarlos) wish- 
ed distinctly understood. It was an aid 
t o enable them to facilitate the Work of 
completion and to aliorten tho time for 
doing ao to the extent of five years. lie 
wished it clearly understood by this li.uise 
and tins public lliat this aid was pnqio.se'l 
lo he given not for the ber.etil of company 
but for tho best interests of Canada, The 
riv.-d linos, particularly tho Northern Pa 
cific, were looking anxiously after the 
I rauHcontiiiontal-trade, and il was well 
known that wlum trade got once niiiiiiiig 
into a certain groove it would bcconio a 
ditiicuU matter to divert it, and in this 
way ovory year's delay would bo a vast 
loss to Canada. He now ])ropoaod to lay 
before tin* house the aecuritios oll'ered by 
the company for the proposed loan of 
i;22, 500,000. It would be necessary to 
extend the terminus from iMontreal to 
the port of tjuobec, and he believed the 
company would never rest until they ha<l 
not only reached Quebec, but St. An- 
drews, Ilalifax and ultimaloly Louisbiirg. 
( .Vliplause. ) Ciiiiiplaiut had been made of 
the company imrchasiiig stock in lain! 
companies. They had obtained .*Ci()0.000 
worth of stock in the Northsveat Land 
Company, because tho railway company 
having sold a largo tr.act to the land com 
pany it was thoir duty to have the latter 
stock sustained, and for thia purpose they 
purchased tho amount stated. The finan- 
cial standing of the Canadian ['acific rail- 
way was this: Tho auni of §23,078,720 
had been expended on the construction of 
the main line from Callonder to Port 
Moody and e:istm-n and central seclioua, 
with improvements made on the Govern- 
iiiout line west of Crosa Lake, the aiiin 
of ,'J2o,639,3(J4; against lliis they received 
a caah subsidy from the govornmont of 
§12,289,196; proceeds of land grant, 
bondi and sales of town sites, .^9,500,- 
787. or total receipts of $21,795,990; 
leaving an excess of oxpondituro 
over receipts on tho part uf the company, 
§23,743,305, Tho company's exponditure 
on the main line and branches from Mon- 
treal to Kamloops have boon .'JIM ,728,500; 
for the Soutlieaatern railway, 1,582,,327; 
St. Lawrence and Ottawa railway, §09, 
000; for the Atlantic and Northwestern 
railw.iy, 150, 041), Canada Northwest Land 
company, §1)00,007; advance to contmct- 
ors, ^eOO.CMX); sundry advances, §473,000; 
paid in respect of fteQurities deposited 
with the Oomnment, S4S4,61-1, making 



a total exiieuditure from seaboard to sea- 
board of 5=.58,t)95,305; against this they 
received in receipts .$22,087,874, leaving 
an excess of expenditure over tlie receipts 
from seaboard to seaboard of §30,007,491. 
Should tho company fail to fulfil the terms 
upon which the loan is made, the Gov- 
ernment will come into po.ssession of the 
following: Land, 21, 24l(, 1)00 acres; rail- 
ways and branches 3,393 miles, which 
will coat as follows : 3,753,400 acres of 
land at .■i:2 per aero, equal to §7,500,800; 
advance on rails, §33,925; cash subsidy 
paid, .^12, 289, 21 2; proposed advance, 
.?22, 500,000; lien on Canada Central and 
other lilies, §5, 33:1, 333; guarantee divi- 
dend on stock postponed, §7,198,4i)0; 
land grant bonds sold with sales of land 
lo redeem them, §1,123,500; estimated 
cost of (iuvernment work, §28,000,000; 
balance of cash subsidy, §12,710,788; 
giving a total of §97,001 ,;)28. Assuming 
the lands to be worth §2 [icr acre (upon 
which tho company have netted ou Ihoae 
sold .§2.31) per acre), the position would 
be 21,240,1)00 acres at .§2 per acre, .'?42, 
493,200; 3, .393 miles of railway, at §Hi, 
005 per mile, §54,508,128. In addition 
lo this there has to bo considered the 
through mail service, payable annually 
to the company, §204,881. * * » 

".Such is liic determination arrived at 
by the Canadian Pacific Railway iu re 
gard to thoir ability as a through lino to 
take care of tlieinselvoa and defy compe- 
tition by the inherent power of their own 
iidvanlagea, and mair.taiu their portion, 
notwilhstanding any coiii|)etition to which 
they may he subjected, thai although we 
have no p.jwt-r under the ch;irler lo sanc- 
tion 1 he cmist nict ion of competing lines, 
wo are imw in a position to review and 
reconsider the policy of tho Oovernment 
as to the continued necessity of protect- 
ing the Canadian Pacific Railway for any 
longer period ag.-iiusl competition. Such 
is the puwei- of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway le pr.ilect itself that when the 
line IS eoirsl riicied iiei-lh of Lake Super 
ior the liovornmeiil ihiiik it will not be 
necessary to refuse to conaent to connect- 
ing with Hues to the south. 

.-\ few have begun t.. e:ilimate the capa- 
bilities ..I the N.irtliwesI, but ils capacity 
111 regard to the production of wheat might 
be imagined from tne calculation that if 
wheat were sow n on 100,000 farms of 320 
acres each, at 20 bushels to the a,-re, they 
would produce 040,000,000 bushels, or 50 
per cent, more than the entire product of 
the ruited Stales, And wlieii it is I'ou- 
siilered that in lliis great Northwest, the 
granary for the w u-ld, there are six such 
India running through tho .Northwest, 
w hich novv give 320 acres to each 100,000 
farmers, we can understand in some 
little degree tho iiiugnificent future which 
awaits the dovelop-.ioiit of this great 
Noi-thwi^al, When the I'liiled States, 
with a iiopuL-ilioii uf ;i8, Olio, 000, under- 
took the Ci. list rnct ion of two great traiia- 
coiillneiital railways, the w..rld was as- 
totiiideii at the undeitakiiig, but the 
Canadian Pacific, si retelling from ocean 
lo ocean, was a greater undertaking, and 
if the courage ;iii(l patriotism of those who 
uudertoiik its coiiHiriution were not cor 
reclly eatimatcd by the present genera- 
tion posloril^' would certainly nol fail in 
till' .ippreciatioii of both. Under tlu' cir 
ciimstatices the government would fail iu 
its (rust if having once put their hand to 
the plow they should now turn back. The 
people deiuand that when the opportunity 
arises whereby I he government can aeciire 
the coiopleli.iii of this great work in Iw-o 
yoars, which would othorwiso not be com- 
pletod till tho year 1891, the government 
should seize that opportunity. He asked 
that the reaolutiiins be passed, not in the 
interest of any gentleman or body of geii- 
llenuui, nor yef in the interests of the 
company, but the people ask it of this 
linuse 111 the interests of llio country to 
which we belong, and of the Canada of 
which wo are proud. 

The lion, leader of the opposition, as 
was incumbent upon liiiu, followed in re- 
view- of the speech of the Hon. Minister of 
Railways and Canals. 

Hon. Mr. Blake approached his subject 
in a somewhat coy manner, half jocular 
and half timid, as if about to assume a 
task imposed as a duty, but not entirely 
pleasing in prospect of tho formidable iin 
pediments that lay bel ween liiui and the 
wiiiniiu; post. The gist of the lion, gen 
tieman s argumont was that there was nol 
haste or any urgent reason for liastoniiig 
the conatrucliou of the road, and that its 
completion in 1.S91 w-ould serve the coun- 
try quite as widl as its completion in I.S85. 
'I'liat the rapid strides made with the work, 
and llie part the government had taken 
with the company, was the cause of ex- 
citing very much animosity towards the 
company. Ho preferred tho delay, and 
failed to see what loss could result front it. 
The speech as a whole fell very flatly on 
the ear of tho house, and was not what 
was generally expected from thi> Inuior- 
.•ible leader, after Ihe close attention he 
seemingly given the Pacific railway scheme 
from ita first propo.sal to tho present time, 
and the almost tmiumorablo returns in 
connection with it ho has moved for, 
both last session and thus early in the 
preaent one.

EGYPT. 

SuAKiM, Feb. 15. — Since Admiral Pow- 
ell aasumed command here, everything 
has boon put in maii-of-war order and 
justice dispensed. Preparations are mak- 
ing at Cairo to transport a large force to 
Suakim, and the fact that Gladstone asks 
for .L'25,000 to defray the expeu.s;e [lor- 
tends more than that the expedition shall 
merely feliwe Tokar. It is believed the 
intention to relieve Ivasaohala garrison, 
and open tho Rorber route. 

Caiuo, Fi:ii. 15.— There was an excit- 
ing acene at a circua to-day. .-\ii Italian 
acrobat unfurled the Italian flag, wherou- 
iipon English otliccra walked into the arena 
and seized it amid great excitement. The 
acrobat soon recovered the flag however, 
and waved it triumphantly, when he was 
struck by a Frenchman, and a melee en- 
sued. Finally some English ollicers man- 
aged to separate the combatants. The 
Italian consul demanded satisfaction for 
the insult to the flag. 

Cakio, Fob. 10. —Col. Decnetloga-i, 
commander of Khartoum, has been cre- 
ated pasha and acting governor general 
of the entire Soudan. He has Hiuiiinoned 
notables to meet l!eii. Oordon in coun- 
cil on Sunday. Latest advices confirm 
tho report that 200 children were killed 
by Arabs at Sinkat.

LoNOON, Feb. 10, -The Derlin correa- 
pondeiilof the Timea says: Prince His - 
inarck has returned to Herr Gisendscher, 
Geriuaii minister at Washington, resolu- 
tions of condolence on llcrr Ijasker's 
death, passed by congress, with a counter 
rciiuest t.) return the resolution ■ .i the 
house of re[)reseiitalives, as tho position 
of Lacker in Germany was not aucli as to 
justify the resolution. The Times adds: 
Although tho above seems incredible, the 
fact is the relations at W.-ishington and 
Rerliii arc in a state of great tension 
chiefly owing to the pig llesh question . 
The Times concludes: One tiling is cer- 
tain, we have not heard ihu last of the 
Lasker incident. The Americana are 
much too proud, too setjsitive and too in- 
dependent for that. 

Pakis, Feb. 10. —Tlie Itey of Tunis has 
given M. Roudaire authority to carry out 
his scheme of traiisforniing the ilescrt of 
.Sahara into an inland sea. 

LosiiD.v, Feb. 1(). — A mass meeting 
was held here this afternoon at Prince's 
Hall, Piccadilly, to denuunce the Bgpytian 
[lolicy of the government. Tho hall was 
too small to hold tho great throngs of 
people and an overflowing meeling was 
organized. Lord Randolph Churchill 
made a speech and Sir Robert Poele of- 
fered a resolution, which was carried, to 
the efiect that parliament had censed to be 
in accordance with the people and ought 
to be turned out. The meeting ended in 
great uproar.

No theory as to 
iminiior of shooting nor cuu.ho has been 
slated. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Puii.AUKi.puiA, Feb. 15. — An Easiorn, 
Pa., special says: — Tho Catholic world in 
this section if considerably excited over 
the action taken by Rev. Father Dillon 
the priest in charge of St.- Bernard's 
church, having the oldest and largest con- 
gregation 111 this vicinity, in forbidding 
their attendance at daiicos at public balls, 
or to engage in round dances on pain of 
being refused the sacrament, .Some 
weeks ago a young wiuiiau who attended a 
ball was led iiilo a life of shame and after 
wards atleii)|)lcd to connnit suicide. Dil- 
lon who is a young priest from Phila- 
delphia gives as a reason for his action 
that people who attend balls go into prox- 
imate occasions of sin and tliat Catholics 
holding auch affairs are deliber.itely lead- 
ing to proximate occasions and in both 
instances ain is committed. He says ho 
does not oppose dancing under proper 
surrouiidinga and realraint. Voung men 
who intend holding a ball Thuwday say 
they will give it. The Emerald Isle as- 
sociation of Glendon has been led to aban- 
don a ball owing to tho remarks of the 
priest. 

IIalti.mokk, Md , Fob. 10. Several 
weeks ago Alexander Uarrigaii, sub-con 
tractor on tho Philadelphia branch of the 
Baltimore ifc Ohio 11. II. , absconded leav- 
ing 40 Italian laborers unpaid. Vesler- 
day the Italians caught Parliament, the 
contractor, and refused to release him un- 
til they were paid. Several uiiauccessful 
attempts were made to rescue Parliiunent. 
'I'ho Italians becoming riotous, a force of 
20 men was sent against them and they 
were all captured.
